“Sir, we would see Jesus” was 
the request of certain heathen- 
born Greeks who had become 


proselytes to Judaism, and had 
come up to Jerusalem to worship 


at the feast. This interesting and 


unusual request was made to Phil- 
ip of Bethsaida, of northern Gali- 
lee, not far from Tyre and Sidon. 


They may have been personally 


acquainted, possibly old friends. 
However, they did not want to see 
Philip; their desire was to see 
Jesus. Philip was sought only as 
an introducer. They wanted him 


_ te_use his good graces and ac- 


@intance te secure the desired 
interview. 

Also, the fact that Philip’s 
mame is the most purely Greek 
name of all the names of the dis- 
ciples may have lent encourage- 
ment to their coming to him. So 
“Philip cometh and telleth An- 
drew: and again Andrew and 
Philip tell Jesus.” Since “Philip 
was of Bethsaida, the city of An- 
drew and Peter” (John 1:44), it 


fis most reasonable that they had 


long been acquainted, likely fast 
friends for many years. 


Why did these Greeks make this 
unusual request: “Sir, we would 
see Jesus”? Some have thought 
it was out of sheer curiosity to see 
this miracle man that had been the 
object of so much discussion, fav- 
orable and unfavorable. This is 
hardly the reason, since Jesus had 
done nothing in acorner. His min- 
istry had been Carried into all 
parts of Judea, Galilee, Perea, and 
even Samaria, He had taught in 
the temple, in the synagogues, in

by the seaside, along the road- 
sides, and everywhere that there 
were hungry, eager hearts, While 
these proselytes were only allowed 
to go as far in the temple as the 
great wall of partition which sep- 
arted their court from the rest of 
the temple, they could have had

Honest young people have asked the following questions 
_'about dancing. 
1. Most of the world does not see any harm in the dance. 
Why should Christians be fanatics on this question and go 
against the opinion of most intelligent people? 
*2. What is wrong with a well-conducted dance? 

3. If the dance is in a good home, or is well chaperoned, 
not a public dance, not a taxi dance, and where there is no 
‘drinking, what harm would there be? 

4. If one has an innocent mind and no evil intentions, 
would it be wrong or harmful to dance? 

5. Can you give a Scripture that is definitely against 
dancing? 

There is an honest answer to each of these questions 
and I will try to give it here. 


L No One Who Wants to Do 


Right Can Safely Follow 
Worldly Public Opinion 
The first question above says, 

"Most of the world does not see 

the dance. Why 

should Christians be fanatics on 
this question and go against the 
epinion of most intelligent peo- 
ple?” There is a threefold answer 
te this question. 

First, the mora! standards of the 
ungodly world are not such as any 

Christian can safely follow. Most 


ef the world is for drinking, and 


prohibition has been voted out. 
Those who favor drinking will not 
be expected to favor the high 
standards of morality in sex mat- 
ters. Most of the world is against 
a strict limitation of divorce, Peo- 
ple who solemnly vow before God 
and men to live with one another 
until death shall part them, get 
divorces on “the slightest pretext: 
incompatability, meglect, mental 
cruelty, or what not. People who 
do not keep holy vows cannot be 


expected to have the right 


standards of morality. Lie de- 
tector tests given with scientific 
accuracy found the startling fact 
that most employees in certain 
large companies are dishonest agd 
have been guilty of stealing when 
there was not much opportunity 
for detection. It becomes very 
clear, then, that a Christian could 
not rely on the moral standards of 
a wicked, ungodly world. 


The most conclusive evidence of 
all which discredits the opinions of 
the world is that most people are 
not Christians. They do not turn 
to Christ as Saviour. They will 
not repent of their sins and trust 
Him. Most people go away from 
God, reject the Saviour, do not have 
Christian hearts and do not live 
Christian lives: Their opinion 
would not be reliable on moral 
standards. Those who are against 
Christ, against the Bible—people 
who do not study the Bible, do not 
prayerfully seek to do the will of 
God—may dance and may say 
there is no harm in the dance. But 
one who believes the Bible, who 
loves God, who believes that God 
punishes sin and who has Chris-

It says you are still unsaved. It 
It says you are 
seperated from God. It says you 
are bound for a hopeless, miserable 
eternity. Once more, kindly but 
soberly, I appeal to you to face 
facts. Think what your attitude 
means.

tian standards of morality can 
certainly not expect to go by the 
standards of ungodly and wicked 
peop'e all around us. 

And, second, while me world 
generally permits dancing and 
worlcly people take part in danc- 
ing, that does not mean that they 
gee no harm in it. I preached a 
funeral sermon for a young wife 
killed in a dance hall on Magnolia 
Street in Fort Worth, Texas. Her 
young husband who had tried to 
persuade her not to attend the 
dance met her as she came down 
the stairway from the dance and 
drove a knife into her heart. He 
knew that the dance was hurtful, 
though he was not a good Chris- 
tian. He knew that the dance 
arouses lust, that is dissipates 
maidenly modesty and clearly en- 
dangers moral purity and happy 
marriage. 


Again and again I have spoken 
on the dance to young people’s 
groups. College young men have 
gathered around me to ask ques- 
tions. After tuey had their ques- 
tions and often expressed disa- 
greement with me, I have asked 
them the following plain question: 
“Would you prefer that the girl 
you married danced regularly with 
other men before you were mar- 
ried, or would you prefer that she 
came to you as your wife without 
having other men’s arms around 
her in the dance?” Again and 
again, when the matter was 
solemnly pressed, young men, 
whether saved or lost, have agreed 
that they much preferred that the 
girl they hoped to marry would 
come to them without the sex 
stimulation and the _ tendency 
toward promiscuous fondling in 
the dance. So when worldly peo- 
ple tell you that there is no harm 
in the dance, do not believe them. 
They know there is harm in the 
dance. But they still want to 
dance. Nearly all the wicked 
world around us knows better 
than it does and has a conscience 
by which it is not willing to live. 

I must say that the pest Chris- 
tian people everywhere are united 
in teaching that the modern 
dance is hurtful and wrong. 1 am 
familiar with the stand of the 
best Christian schools over Amer- 
ica —- Bob Jones University, 
Wheaton College, Moody Bible 
Institute, the Bible Institute of 
Los Angeles, the Northwestern 
Schools, National Bible Institute, 
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with a half dosen of the best 
Southern Baptist schools, with the 
Bible institutes of the Christian 
and Missionary Alliance. - The 
Christian educators at the heads 
of these schools unanimously agree 
that the modern dance is hurtful. 
That is true also of educators 
ameng the Nazarenes, the Assem- 
blies of God, the Holiness groups, 
etc. 

I am well acquainted with the 
principal leaders of the National 
Association of Kivangelicals. All 
of them agree that the modern 
dance is hurtful and wrong and 
that no Christian should take part 
in baliroom dancing. 


I know personally the greatest 
evangelists in America. I know 
the pastors of ,the leading great 
fundamentai churches in America. 
1 assure you that those out-and- 
out Christians who believe the 
Bible. who believe in the funda- 
mentals of the faith, who believe 
in soul winning are agreed, almost 
without dissenting voice, that the 
modern baliroom dance is wrong 
and hurtful. if it were necessary 
I could give quotations from lead- 
ing bishops, from Christian edu- 
cators, editors and authors and 
pastors all over America. The out- 
and-out Christians, the Bible be- 
tievers, the soul winners of this 
country are agreed that the 
mocern ballroom dance is essen- 
tiall, wrong, that it inevitably 
c.uses tempta..on and leads to 
sin. Those who care about the 
opinion of the most godly Chris- 
tians will have to decide against the 
worldlings on this matter. Only 
wor'dly Christians~ defend’ the 
dance. never the more spiritual 
Christians. 

And the Christian must re- 
member the plain. statement: of 
Scripture: “Ye adulterers and 
adulteresses, know ye not that the 
friendship of the world is enmity 
with God? whosoever therefore 
will be a-friend of the world is the 
enemy of God" (Jas. 4:4). . You 
canrot please Goc and please the’ 
woria. No Christian can afford 
to follow the public opinion of an 
ungedly world. To do So is to 
fail Christ and fail Christianity 
and fall into sin and ruin one’s 
life. 


Ii. What Is Essentially Wrong 
With the Modern Dance? 
Improper Stimulation 
of Sex Desire 

The second question above asks 
what specifically is wrong. with 
the cance. I here give the answer 
plainly. The dance is calculated 
to stimulate sex desire. It de- 
liberately plays with temptation. 
It encoyrages sex desire toward 
the most casual partners when 
such encouragement is proper only 
between husband and wife. 

Go¢c made tne sex instinct very 
powerful. In fact, psychologists 
are agreed that only the instinct 
for self-preservation is stronger 
thar sex instinct. The sex instinct 
is stronger than hunger, stronger 
than vanity, stronger than love 
for money or property. To trifle 
with the sex instinct is not only 
wicked but is also often disastrous. 

And sex instinct is often strong- 
est in those who are so young and 
immature that they are not well 
deveioped in self-control. A young 
mar who has not yet made a 
living for nimself, whose judgment 
is not mature, who has not disci- 
plined his mind or his will, may 
yet be subjected to the most vio- 
lent sex temptation. And a ®irl 
who has never learned to cook, 
never learneg to buy her own 
clotres, who has not developed 
strength of character nor good 
judgment, may on the dance floor 
deliberately inflame the passion of 
sex so that she cannot trust her- 
self to act according to reason or 
according to moral standards. So, 
I say, it is a sin for people to de- 
lihorately stir sex passion so that 
only the ugiy word lust properly 
describes it. It is a sin for people 
to bring themselves to want what 
they have no right to ha®e. 

But the chief danger of the 
modern dance is also its chief at- 
traction! Let no one tell you that 


it is the music people dance for. 


There may be exhilarating exer- 
cise and rhythm in the dance, but, 


those things are only incidental 
in the minds of people who dance. 
A)Jl the exercise, all the rhythm, 
all the music could be had just as 
well with mer dancing with men 
or with women dancing with 
women, Yet you can kill any 
dance in the world simply by see- 
ing that men dance only with men 
and women dance only with wom- 
en! What peopie dance for is the 
sex stimulation and the sex enjoy- 
ment. All men know why they 
dance. I suppose all girls know 
why they dance, except a few un- 
soplusticated beginners. The lure 
of the dance is the sex ture. Peo- 
ple dance because they enjoy 
the sex stimulation which, inevita- 
bly accompanies the usual dance 


where men’s ani women’s bodies} 


are close together, where the 
man’s arm is about the woman’s 
waist, where his knee is beween 
her limbs and where often couples 
dance cheek to cheek or with the 
girl’s head upon the boy’s shoulder. 
The intimaie contact of the dance 
is like the iove-making which 
shoula be permitted only to a 
huspand and wife who have 
a right to each other. In _ the 
dance several glands connected_ 
with sex become active and| 
the sex stimulation may vary 
from mild enjoyment to _ over- 
wheiming desire In _ multiplied 
thousands of cases this desire has 
resulted in young couples’ com- 
mitting the scarlet ‘sin. 


In a Texas city a young woman 
came forward during a_ revival 
campaign to indicate that she was 
coming back to God as a back- 
Slider. She’ pleaded with me to 
talk with her. alone. After the 
Service she told me how she had 
gone to a country club dance 
against the pleadings of her moth- 
er. There she danced with the 
young man to whom she was en- 
gaged to be married and danced 
with another friend of her high 
school graduating class. 

Then she told how she and this 
friend after dancing several times 
together sat in the dark on the 
country club balcony, then sat in 
his car, and then drove away into 
the night. Sobbing, she told me 
that she had just been to see a 
doctor and the doctor goldher she 
was to have a baby. She was a 
girl of good family. She-.was a 
Christian, she was engaged to be 
married to a fine Christian boy. 
She intended to do right. But, in- 
tlamed by the dance, she consent- 
ed to a sin that will haunt her 
all her life. Her life was_ ruin- 
ea because she attended a dance. 

Years ago the Chicago Vice 
Commission carefully investigated 
vice conditions and _ interviewed 
some three hundred prostitutes in 
Chicago. An overwhélming ma- 
jority of these fallen girls said 
that the dance had led them to 
their ruin. 

I have heard wicked men boast 
in my boyhood that they could 
have their way with any girl who 
would dance with them for a 
while. That boast was doubtless 
an exaggeration. Many people 
dance who never commit the scar- 
let sin. But countless thousands 
have certainly been led into ter- 
rible sin by the modern dance. 


Iii. Even a Dance in the Nic- 
est Home or Among Cul- 
tured People and Proper 
Chaperonage Is Still 
Wicked and Dan- 
gerous 

The third question above indi- 
cates that while a dance in the 
public dance hall or over a sa- 
Joon, or the taxi dance, might be 
dangerous and wrong, that a 
dance in a good home or among 
select and cultured people would 
not be wrong. That question said: 
“If the dance is in a good home 
or is well chaperoned, not a pub- 
lic dance, not a taxi dance, and 
where there is no drinking, what 
harm would there be?” 

No, the dance is the dance just 
the same, no matter where it is 
held. It is true that in some 
places there is more careful su- 
pervision. In some places there is 
rnore formal restraint. But what 
is wrong with the dance is the 
close bodily contact. I have seen 
people dance in a ranch home in 
West Texas, with a fiddler scrap- 
ing in the corner. I have seen a 
dance when, at the University of 
Chicago, streets were roped off 
and hundreds of couples took part. 
I have seen a dance in the ball- 
room of a modern hotel when only 


the upper crust of society was 


present. Essentially the modern 
ballroom dance is the same wner- 
ever found. People dance for sex 
stimulation. The dance creates 
sex desire. As long as men hold 
women’s bodies close to them | 
jour after- hour, one woman and 
then another, that long the sex 
stimulation of the dance will be 
hurtful and dangerous, whether in 
a nice private home or in the pub- 
lic dance hall over a saloon. What 
is wrong ig not the place but the 
dance itself. 


a 
IV. One With an Innocent 

Mind Will Not Stay Inno- 

cent if He Deliberately 
Encourages Lust in 
the Dance 

An honest inquirer in question 
four above said, “If one has an 
innocent mind and no evil inten- 
tions, would it be wrong or harm- 
ful to dance ?”’ 

But the fact is that innocent 
and pure-minded people are equip- 
ped with sex instinct, sex glands 
and organs just as other people 
are. Good people are sexually 
equipped just as bad people are! 
Devoted and earnest Christians

food just as unconverted people 
have, They grow thirsty for wa- 
ter just as others do. And so the 
natural instinct for love and mat- 
ing is just as strong in good peo- 
ple as in bad people. 

We ought never to think of sex 
itself as being wrong. Remember 
that God Himself made man and 
woman; “male and female created 
he them,” the Scripture says. The 
Scripture says, ‘Marriage is hon- 
ourable in all, and the bed unde- 
filed. but whoremongers and 
adulterers God will judge” (Heb. 
13:4). Throughout the Bible it is 
made clear that love and marriage, 
the natural mating of a man and 
woman who give themselves whol- 
ly to each other and leave ail 
others, is proper and: right, with 
the best blessing of God. It is 
only the perversion of sex that is 
wicked. The normal use of sex 
in marriage is blessed of God and 
meant for mankind’s happiness 
and blessing. 

“But the verversion of sex for 
unholy purposes is always wrong. 
For people to set out to inflame 
their passions and stir up sex de- 
sire toward people with whom 
they have no right to mate, is a 
sin. And since normal _ people, 
whether born-again Christians or 
worldly. sinners, have the same sex 
instincts and native desires, they 
can be tempted in. sex -matters 
alike. If the finest Christian girl 
and a most upright and earnest 
Chistian young man dance to- 
gether, bodies against each other 
or arms about each other, the 
bodily desires will be aroused just 
as with unconverted people. The 
intentions of wicked people might 
be different, but the natural re- 
action of the body would be the 
same, 

In fact, sometimes people with 
innocent minds who have been 
protected and have not been sub- 
jecteg to the stimulation in sex 
matters which ungodly people 
have often experienced, may be 
more overwhelmed with sex temp- 
tation than their more hardened 
and worldly friends. At any rate, 
no Christian can be sure he will 
think the right thoughts and want 
the right things and act as a Chris- 
tian ought to act if he throws 
himself in the way of temptation 
and arouses desires that, under 


out of place. For a Christian to 
cultivate sex passion toward cas- 
ual strangers. or 
whom he has no right to go fur- 
ther, is a sin; and having sinned 
in cultivating temptation, he may 
sin much worse by giving way to 


*ithe darkest sins which he never 


would have done willingly but tor 
being in bad company ands stir- 
ring up unexpected temptations. 
An innocent mind will not’ keep 
one from getting drunk if he 
keeps on tasting liquor. Good in- 
tentions will not keep a man from 
committing murder if he allows 
himself to begin to hate. Those 
who go willingly into temptation, 
then go—whether willingly or not 
—into further sin. Only by shun- 
ning the appearance of evil and 
shunning the obvious temptations 
of the dance can Christians live 
clean and vure lives. 


V. Plain Scripture That For- 
bids the Dance

Does one want Scripture that} 


ought not to dance? Then I be- 
lieve that this Scripture, coming 


is certainly definite enough to Con- 
‘vince you. 


not commit adultery: But I say 
unto you, That whosoever 1l00K- 
eth on a woman to lust after her 
hath committed adultery with her 
already in his _heart.”—Matt, 
5:27, 28. 

Here Jesus says that it is net 
only a sin to commit adultery but 
that it is also a sin to lust in the 


woman has already in his heart 
committed adultery. And that is 
\what is wrong with the dance. A 
man who holds a girl in his arms 
in the dance grows to lust after 
her, and in his heart he has al- 
ready committed adultery. Not 
every man turns out to be an ac- 
tual, literal adulterer because he 
dances; but every man has become 
an adulterer in his heart when he 
dances, and is likely to fall into 
the open and outward sin which 
he has already committed in his 
heart, 


man’s passions and is stirred her- 
self, may not turn out to be a 
harlot, though many such do, But 
she certainly has already been 
guilty of adultery in God’s sight, 
since God sees the heart 

Timothy was a young man, He 
was a good man, a Christian, a 
preacher, filled with the Spirit, 
But Paul wrote to him by divine 
inspjration, “Flee also youthful 
lusts. ¢ . 2” (22 Tim. 2:22). eee 
best Christian in the world ought 
to run from temptation and par- 
ticularly ought to take pains to 
avoid those lusts which are of 
special temptation to youth, 
Young people may feel that they 
are strong enough to resist and 
overcome such temptation. But 
instead of proving their strength 
by facing the temptation and en- 
couraging it, the Bible’ commands 
that they should run from such 
temptations. So, dear Christian, 
“flee youthful lusts.” 

Young women particularly must 
be careful about the dance, for 
the Scripture tells us that in the 
last days perilous. times shall 
come when men shall be “without 
natural affection,” and “inconti- 
nent ... lovers of pleasure more 
than lovers of God.” And then 
the warning comes for women: 
“For of this sort are they which 
creep into houses, and lead Cap- 
tive silly women laden with sins, 
led away with divers lusts” (il 
Tim. 3:1-6). Many a Christian 
woman has been led away by & 
daring and attractive man who 
was a lover of pleasure more than 
a lover of God, an incontinent man 
who leads captive silly w. nen, as 
the Scripture’ says! However 
pure your heart, dear girl, you 
cannot be sure you will lead & 
pure life unless you avoid the 
temptation of the dance and Keep 
out of the influence of incontinent 
men who are lovers of pleasure 
more than lovers of God, whe 
would lead you captive by their 
own sinful pleasure! 

The dance is hurtful and dan- 
gerous and certainly forbidden te 
those who would live pure lives 
and please God.

that were the sole motive of their 
quest. 

Others have suggested that they 
Gesired to be introduced to Jesus 
for the sake of making a real ac- 
quaintance; but they would hara- 
ly have had the crass boldness to 
have intruded in a_ time like 
this, for Jesus had just perform- 
ed an outstanding miracle of His 
life in the raising of Lazarus, and 
the previous day He Had made 
His entry into Jerusalem: amid the 
shouts of the people. This entry 
should more properly be called

its murderous intent. They would 

hardly have injected themselves 
to an intense situation such as 

was developing in Jerusalem, 

The answer no doubt lies in the 
truth of John, first chapter, verse 
eleven, “He came unto his own, 
and his own received him not.’ 
Jesus had long since commanded 
the twelve, “Go not intosthe way 
of the Gentiles, and into any city 
of the Samaritans enter not: but 
go rather to the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel’ (Matt. 10:5), 
so to the 
He said, “I am not sent. but unto 
the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel” (Matt. 15:24). Time upon 
time Jesus requested His disciples 
to tell no man the things they 
had seen and heard of Him. Now 
He makes the last offer of Him- 
seif as King of Israel, His offer is 
definitely, offically, openly _re- 
jected and Israel proceeds to cru- 
eify the One whom God sent. 

The key to the Greeks’ request 
ig to be found in Jesus’ answer, 
“The hour is come, that the Son of 
man should be glorified. - Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, Except a 
grain of wheat fall into the ground 
an die, it abideth alone: but if it 
die, it bringeth forth much fruit.”

the grain of wheat lying in the 
granary can never be more than 
one grain until it is planted, so it 
Was necessary that the Lord Jesus 
Christ die for sii-ners, be raised the 
third day for their justification, 
ascend to Heaven to be the inter- 
cessor and advocate of believers, 
and send the Holy Spirit :to do 
His office work with sinners and 
saints. 

Jesus said to His disciples, “It 
is expedient for you that I go 
away: for if I go not away, the 
Comforter will not come untd you; 
but if I depart, I will send him 
unto you” (John 16:7). Part of 
the expediency, at least, in the 
Holy Spirit’s replacing the Lord 
Jesus Christ lay in His omnipres- 
ence. Jesus in the flesh was lo- 
calized, in one place only, at one 
time; the Holy Spirit can be ev- 
erywhere at one and the same 
time, and certainly is wherever 
believers are. At this very mo- 
ment He is on every. continent, 
every island of the sea, even on the 
gea, under the sea, and above it, 
if believers are there. 


Sermon That Was Not 
Preached 

In a midwestern city, in 1928, a 
beautiful large church edifice of 
the denomination in which the 
writer ministers was being dedi- 
eated. A learned doctor of di- 
vinity from Philadelphia was in- 
vited to deliver the dedicatory 
message.

etheir eyes, they saw no man, save 
Jesus only.” 


A few days before the trans- 
figuration, Jesus very intimately 


discussed with His disciples who 
folks said He was, and desired 
their frank opinion. They said, 
“Some say thou art John the Bap- 
tist; some Elijah; and others Jere- 
miah, or one of the _ prophets.” 
Their answers indicated clearly 
that the popular sconception was 
that He was the forerunner rath- 
er than the Messiah Himself. Je- 
sus questioned them further. “But 
who say ye that Iam?” And Si- 
mon Peter answered and_e said, 
“Thou art the Christ, the Son of 
the Living God.” Jesus confirmed 
Peter’s marvellous answer by say- 
ing, ‘Flesh and blood hath not re- 
vealed it unto thee, but my Fath- 
er which is in heaven. And I say 
unto thee, That thou art Peter 
and upon this rock I will build my 
church; and the gates of hades 
shall not prevail against it.” Jesus 
here said ‘“‘Thou.art ‘petros’ (a lit- 
tle rock) and upon this ‘petra’ (a 
big rock) I will build my church.” 
Peter’s confession clearly states 
the deity of Christ and upon faith 
in Jesus Christ as the Son of God, 
Jesus has_ been building His 
Church for the last nineteen cen- 
turies. Woe to the man who de- 
nies the deity of Jesus. “Who is 
a liar but he that denieth that Je- 
gus is the Christ? Whosoever de- 
nieth the Son, the same hath not 
the Father; but he that acknowl- 
edgeth the Son hath the Father 
also” (I John 2:22, 23). 


I think the chief reason why 
Jesus chose Peter, James and 
John from among the twelve for 
this mountain-top experience is 
because of the places of leadership 
they were to hold in the early 
church and they must never doubt 
His deity. Peter was to assume 
the apostolic leadership; James 
was to demonstrate to the 
apostles the Church and the world 
how a Christian can die; and John 
was to become the writer of the 
fourth Gospel, three Epistles, and 
to be the Church’s apocalyptic 
seer. The transfiguration was 
intended to show that He was not 
Moses or Elijah but the fulfillment 
of all both stood for, namely, the 
law and the prophets. They saw 
the law and prophecy yielding sub- 
jection to Him when He fulfilled 
both; they heard the Father an- 
nouncing the Sonship of Jesus; and 
they saw the glory that Jesus had 
with the Father before He came to 
earth, which glory He would soon 
reassume, for it lay just beyond 
the cross. 


“A bright cloud overshadowed 
then:.” The three disciples heard 
the voice of God say, “This is my 
beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased; hear ye him.” Would to 
God that all men would hear Him, 
for He came to speak wonderful 
words of life. ‘The words that I 
speak unto you, they are spirit 
and they are life” (John 6:63). 

The disciples “fell on their 
faces”; so we need to bow humbly 
im the presence of God with the 
undone spirit of Isaiah, who came 
into the presence of Jehovah in the 
temple, when he said, “Woe is me 
for I am undone; because I am a 
man of unclean lips and dwell in 
the midst of a people of unclean 
tips; for mine eyes have seen the 
King, the Lord of Hosts” (Isaiah 
6:5) 

Then the tender, gentle Saviour 
touched them saying, “Arise, be 
~ymot afraid.” He still reaches down 
im His love and mercy and long- 


suffering, and touches men and 


lifts them up. Regardless of the 
status of the sinner, whether he be 
parading in evening clothes, or 
elothed in rags (and one needs 
the Saviour as much as_ the 
other), Jesus reaches down and 
touches the vile, sinful heart, 
eleanses it and lifts the sinner into 
the position of sonship to God— 
this only on the basis of repent- 
ance toward God and faith in 
Jesus Christ.

What a wonderful answer that 
was: it might well be written in 
letters of gold, “I ONLY 
THOUGHT OF HIM WHO SAID

words remind us of Jesus who 
actually did give His life on the 
cross of Calvary that I might not 
be a slave, or rather that He might 
deliver me from the bondage in 
which I was.

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Mixed Marriage Mix-Up

is worth knowing. She has the 


qualities a wide-awake chap is 


looking for: beauty, vivacity and 
good sense. John met her at 
school and fell in love with her 
almost at once. They had several 
dates. Then one day he invited 
her to attend church with him. 


She replied, “I should like to, but 
T am a Catholic. I’m broad-mind- 
ed, though, so that shouldn’t make 
any difference to our friendship,” 
So they agreed to disagree. 

Friendship ripened into court- 
ship. John kept hoping that Mary 
would some day attend his church, 
but she was firm in her stand. 
Though she respected his religious 
convictions, she was born & 
Catholic and would remain one 
till she died. If they were to be 
married, it must be on the basis 
of mutual forbearance in this mat- 
ler of religion. To this “common- 
sense” solution, though he had 
lingering doubts as to the wisdom 
of it, John at last assented, and 
they became engaged. 

Having decided to marry, they 


‘begin to consider the things that 


make for success in marriage. 
They read books that explain the 
physical and psychological laws of 
connubial harmony. They inquire 
concerning the laws of the state 
relating to marriage. Then they 
Giscover another law which they 
have not previously taken into 
account, the canon law of the 
Roman Catholic Church. This 
law, they are to learn, says many 
things concerning their marriage. 

Mary brings out her catechism, 
and they read in it about the 
sacramental] nature of matrimony 
and the right of the Church to 
legislate on the subject. Then 
they come upon the _ statement: 
“The Church does forbid the mar- 
riage of Catholics with persons 
who have a different religion .. .” 

Just like that!. The Church has 


a right, to. make laws. .This.is one 
of the laws. “We may not 
marry!” 


But there must be. some pro- 
vision. They know of couples that 
have married, Oh, yes, there it 
is. One of the articles -prescribes 
conditions under which the Church 
grants a dispensation for mixed 


marriages. They breathe easily 
again. 
John reads silently for a 


moment, his brow becoming fur- 


rowed as he proceeds. Then he 
Jooks up. “Mary, darling, I don’t 
like this. Why it’s like having a 


third party tell us what we may 
do. If my pastor marries us, we 
shall have to make promises only 
to one another, and not to an out- 
side party. What do you say?” 
For answer Mary takes the book 
from him. She reads the article 
describing the conditions. She 


doesn’t like them either, but the} 


statement ends with the words: 
“The marriage ceremony must not 
be repeated before a_ heretical 
minister, Without these promises 


the Church will not consent to a 


mixed marriage, and if the Church 
does not consent the marriage is 
unlawful.” She reads the next 
article: ‘‘Catholics who marry be- 
fore a Protestant minister incur 
excommunication ,. .” 


Poor Mary! To her the sacra- 
ments of the Catholic Church are 
the means of salvation. It is a 
serious matter to be denied the 
sacraments of penance and holy 
communion, Furthermore, to have 
her Church declare her marriage 
“uniawful” would mean that in the 
judgment of the Church and of 
many of her friends they would 
be living in sin and their children 


would pbe illegitimate. As she 
reads, she weeps. 
They plan to visit Father 


O’Brien to talk over the matter. 
At first he is intent on converting 
John. When John makes it plain 
that he will not change, the priest 
turns to the terms on which a 
mixed marriage may be con- 
tracted. John must first take a 
course of instruction in the teach- 
ings of the Catholic Church. (The 
priest repudiates John’s suggestion 
that Mary take a similar course 
in the tenets of his church. That 
is absolutely forbidden.) After 
instruction, both parties will be 
required to sign an ante-nuptial 
agreement, which, with other con-— 
siderations, will be the basis on 
which the bishop will grant a 
dispensation to marry. 


This agreement, to be signed 
in the presence of the priest and 
two witnesses, is difficult for John 
to accept. In addition to agreeing 
to abide by the rules of the Church 
concerning divorce, they must 
promise that all their children 
“shall be baptized only in the 
Roman Catholic Church, and shall 
be educated only in the Roman 


_Catholic faith.” John must promise 


that he wiil not. interfere with 
Mary in the free exercise of her 
religion, and that, in the event of 
her death, he will carry out the 
provisions regarding the children 
Both of them must further agree 
to give the head of the diocese the 
right to enforce these promises, 
and, in the event of violation of 
them, “empower him to give full 
force and effect to the agree- 
ments.” The promises; moreover, 
are to be binding on their execu- | 
tors, heirs or next of kin, 


Besides all this, Mary will be 
required to sign a separate agree- 
ment to continue to practice faith- 
fully the Catholic religion, to ob- 
serve. its. rules. against birth 
control, and to seek by all means 
to convert her husbang to the 
Catholic faith. 

Certainly John had not  bar- 
gained for all this when he fell 
in leve and proposed to this sweet 
girl. All he desired was to marry 
Mary. Now he discovers that he 
must enter upon a contract with a

When I was a student in North- 
western University in Chicago, I 
saw the memorial erected to Ed 
Spencer. Some years ago the 
steamship Lady Elgin was return- 
ing to Chicago in the dead of night 
with more than four hundred ex- 
cursionists aboard. That fateful 
night the ship was wrecked by a 
terrific storm not far from where 
the Northwestern University now 
stands. A number of _ students 
rushed to the shore. Among them 
was Ed Spencer, a strong swim- 
mer. Spencer fastened a line to 
his body and hurled himself into 
the boiling surf. “By almost super- 
human effort he finally rescued 
seventeen people. Practically all 
the other passengers were drown- 
ed. But Spencer paid a price. 
The strain on his heart was so 
great he never recovered. After 
two years confined to his bed, 
he went to California where the 
remaining years of his life were 
spent in pain and suffering. It is 
said that not one of the seventeen 
rescued persons ever sent so much 
as a line saying, “You saved my 
life, Mr. Spencer. I thank you.” 

When I see the Son of God hang- 
ing between nails on the cross, 
then I know salvation was costly. 
When I hear Jesus pray from the 
cross, “Father, forgive them for

Dr. Bob Jones Says: 


I founded Bob Jones Univer- 
sity, formerly Bob Jones Col- 
lege, just a short while before 
the last great depression, 
which wrecked financially so 
many people and institutions in 
all sections of America. When 
the cepression came, there were 
certain unsecured floating col- 
lege debts which I made up my 
mind to pay personally. The 
college was then, as it is now, 
a corporation not for profit. I 
had no money and the income 
from my evangelistic work was 
hardly enough to pay the small 
operating overhead which I had 
to carry for two or three de- 
pression years. 

I told a friend of mine what 
I was up against. He said in 
substance: “This country is 
ruined. You can never save 
Bob Jones College. Why don’t 
you save yourself? That is 
what I am going to do. I am 
going to look out for Number 
One: You are still a young man, 
Dr. Bob. Out of your evangel- 
istic income, you can take care 
of yourself, your wife, and your 
son. That is what I would do 
if I were you.” I paid no at- 
tention to this man. I cashed 
out the only life insurance pol- 
icy that I had that had any ac: 
cumulated cash reserves, and 
I went around and paid the 
school’s unsecured, floating 
debts. My wife stood by me. 
Several days ago, I was think- 
ing about those conditions and 
what the friend, who meant 
well, said to me. The friend 
has been dead a. number of 
years. Before he died, he lost 
all he had, and I understand his 
wife and children have been up 
against great financial difficul- 
ties. I have never had much 
personal worldly goods since I 
started Bob Jones University, 
but I have had a great deal of 
happiness, 

Our students are scattered 
almost all over the world. Many 
are on the foreign mission 
field. I think some of them 
are located in every state in 
the Union. Many of them were 
saved on the campus of. this 
schoaql. Many were called to 
preach and to be missionaries. 
I am not an old man, but I 
soon will be. If I had the ex- 
to go over again, 
knowing what I know now, I 
would do exactly what I did 
then, only I would. do it more 
enthusiastically. My friends 
who invested money in real es- 
tate and other securities either 
lost their money or they have 
died and left what they had. 
Some of them left their estates 
for their children to fight over. 


Here I am dictating this state- 
ment in my office at Bob 
Jones University.
